Like  most  cups  the  world  over,  the  NSL  Cup  had  a  history  all  its  own. 

Perhaps  typically  Australian,  results  of  its  early  editions  honoured 
the  traditions  of  Cup  unpredicatability  when  the  trophy  was  won  in  its 
first  two  years  by  the  unfancied  Brisbane  City  club,  a  team  that  had 
finished  10th  in  the  first  year,  and  last  in  the  Queensland  club’s 
triumph  the  year  after. 

The  ‘Cup’  started  the  same  year  as  the  National  League  in  1977,  and 
as  the  League  itself,  was  sponsored  by  Philips  (Australia). 

This  sponsorship  had  a  chequered  career,  starting,  as  said,  as  a 
Philips  Cup,  to  become  The  Nanda  Cup  last  year,  and  now  ‘Beach 
Fashions  Cup’,  in  1987  its  11th  edition. 

So  far  only  two  clubs  have  won  the  Cup  more  than  once,  Brisbane  ( 
City,  who  won  it  in  its  first  year  in  1977,  and  in  1978;  and  Sydney  Olym¬ 
pic,  who  won  it  in  1983  and  again  in  1985. 

This  last  mentioned  final  has  a  special  significance  to  at  least  one 
player,  Terry  Patalis.  It  was  Patalis  that  had  scored  the  single  goal  in 
the  first  leg  against  Heidelberg  in  Melbourne,  then  repeating  the 
exploit  in  Sydney,  when  he  again  scored  the  only  goal  in  the  second 
leg. 

It  was  the  first  time  that  the  Cup  was  played  over  two  legs,  a  prac¬ 
tice  that  was  discontinued  last  year,  but  resurrected  this  year.  Last 
year  the  Cup  was  won  by  Sydney  City,  the  much  respected  Sydney 
club  that  at  the  beginning  of  this  season  made  such  a  dramatic  exit 
from  Australian  soccer,  after  playing  in  only  one  round  in  the  League. 

Probably  the  most  disappointed  club  in  the  Cup’s  history  is 
Heidelberg,  who  have  reached  the  final  three  times,  only  to  lose  each 
time,  to  Marconi  in  1980,  in  a  replay,  after  drawing  the  first  time  (0-0),  to 
Apia  Leichhardt  in  1982,  and  to  Olympic  in  1983. 

This  year’s  final  between  Sydney  Croatia  and  South  Melbourne  is  a 
first  for  the  two  clubs,  neither  having  ever  reached  the  finals  before. 

Contrary  to  their  League  performances  in  past  years,  the  National 
Cup  record  of  both  finalists  has  been  far  from  brilliant,  and  especially 
that  of  South  Melbourne,  who  has  played  in  every  tournament  since  1 
the  ‘Cups’  inception  in  1977. 

The  best  that  Hellas  achieved  was  the  semi-finals  in  1983,  when 
they  lost  3-2  to  Heidelberg,  their  Cup  ‘bogey’  team.  In  fact,  South 
Melbourne  has  lost  six  Cup  encounters  with  Heidelberg,  never  once 
succeeding  in  beating  them.

In  1977,  South  Melbourne  was  knocked  out  by  Mooroolbark,  the 
weakest  team  in  the  NSL  that  year,  in  the  first  round;  and  last  year 
Hellas  lost  to  Victorian  State  League  side,  Croydon  (2-1),  in  the  second 
round.  In  1984  they  were  eliminated  in  the  preliminary  rounds. 

Before  this  year,  Sydney  Croatia  had  only  participated  in  5  cups,  the 
first  time  in  1978,  when  they  lost  to  Newcastle  in  the  second  round, 
2-0. 

In  the  other  four  years  of  their  participation,  Sydney  Croatia  was 
always  knocked  out  in  the  first  round,  including  a  7-1  loss  to  Sydney 
City  in  1980. 

Considering  the  unflattering  record  of  both  the  clubs  it  is  surprising 
to  find  them  both  in  the  final  this  year,  the  first  time  that  the  two  clubs 
apparently  took  the  Cup  seriously. 

By  reaching  the  Final  both  clubs  have  now  rewritten  their  Cup 
records,  but  only  one  will  achieve  the  glory  this  year.  Let  the  battle 
commence!  —  Gino  De  La  Scerri

PETER  LAUMETS  —  Goalkeeper.  Born  Huddersfield  (England),  3.4.57.  Kept 
goal  for  Preston  before  joining  present  club,  where  he  has  made  a  name  of 
himself  as  one  of  the  safest  ’keepers  in  Australian  soccer. 

CHARLIE  EGAN  —  Forward.  Born  Glasgow,  14.8.59.  One  of  the  most  inventive 
players  in  the  national  League.  A  real  danger  to  any  defense. 

BOBBY  RUSSELL  —  Full  Back.  Born  Scotland,  16-7-55.  A  very  dependable, 
hard  working  defender,  who  has  reached  his  peak  with  Hellas  after  playing 
for  this  year’s  Cup  Final  opponents,  Sydney  Croatia. 

CARL  HALFORD  —  Midfielder.  Born  Manchester,  27-11-58.  Came  from  the 
ranks  of  the  Victorian  State  League,  where  he  had  played  for  Frankston. 

GARY  McDOWELL  —  Defender.  Born  Glasgow,  6.3.59.  A  dour  defender  who 
has  worked  his  way  into  the  Socceroos  squad.  Joined  Hellas  from 
Footscray. 

STEVE  BLAIR  —  Centre  half.  Born  Scotland,  28.12.61.  Came  through  the  ranks 
of  the  Youths  Internationals  who  had  performed  so  well  in  the  WYC  of 
1981. 

RICHARD  MIRANDA  —  Midfielder.  Born  Johannesburg,  29.1 1.62.  Past  stalwart 
of  Brunswick-Juventus  when  that  club  won  the  Championship  in  1985; 
now  a  pillar  for  Hellas. 

ANGELOS  POSTECOGLOU  —  Full  back.  Born  Greece,  27.8.65.  Came  from  the 
youths  ranks  of  the  club.  ‘Angie’  was  in  the  Youth  team  that  played  in  the 
WYC  in  the  Soviet  Union  in  1985. 

STEVE  TASIOS  —  Midfielder.  Born  Melbourne,  31.7.67.  The  only  Melbourne- 
born  Hellas  player  and  the  ‘Baby’  of  the  team. 

DANNY  CRAINIE  —  Midfielder.  Born  Glasgow,  24.5.62.  Came  to  South 
Melbourne  from  Dundee  in  1986.  One  of  the  best  ever  imports  from  the 
U.K.  who  brought  a  fresh  breath  in  the  Hellas’  attacking  game. 

PAUL  WADE  —  Midfielder.  Born  England,  20.3.62.  Joined  South  Melbourne 
from  Brunswick-Juvenus,  where  he  partnered  Miranda.  A  good,  all  round 
player. 

DANNY  WRIGHT  —  Forward.  Born  Brisbane,  2.1 1.64.  Joined  Hellas  from  Bris¬ 
bane  Lions  when  that  club  was  relegated  at  the  end  of  the  last  year.  An 
outstanding  wingman  with  a  good  grip  on  the  modern  game.  Represented 
Australia  at  Youth  International  level  in  the  WYC.
